NoTk.  The  pronunciation  of  many  Proper  Names,  especiall^r  those  of  Hebrew 
origin,  is  very  dimcult  to  determine,  and  in  many  cases  high  authorities  dissigree.  Our 
effort  has  been,  to  designate  first  the  mode  best  authenticated  by  analogy  or  language, 

general  usage,  and  the  judgment  of  learned  men ;  and  to  add  any  mode  sanctioned  by 
igh  authority. 
The  same  general  rules  have  been  followed  in  designating  the  meaning  of  Bible 
Proper  Na  cs — which  is  often  far  more  doubtful  than  the  true  pronunciation.  In  many 
cases  in  the  following  table,  a  word  receives  several  nearly  synonymous  meanings;  in 
many  others  the  sense  assigned  by  one  lexicographer  is  totally  different  from  all  others. 
In  pronouncing  these  words  observe  the  division  into  syllables^  and  the  accent. 
Final  i  when  a  syllable  by  itself,  is  pronounced  long ;  ai  when  one  syllable,  as  in  aid; 
iah,  when  one  syllable,  is  pronounced  yak^  as  t»sa'yak. 

In  Hebrew  names,  g  is  alwavs  pronounced  hard,  as  in  Gethsemane,  Gilead.  In 
Genesis,  a  Greek  word,  it  is  soft.  In  both  Hebrew  and  Greek  words  pronounce  ck  hard, 
like  k;  except  in  Rachel,  cher'ub,  cher'urbim.     Cherub,  a  city,  is  pronounced  Ke''rub.
